Tho Gazette does not think, 
however, that there is much hope of the 
British working classes taking kindly to 
this wholesome, nutricious and cheap 
food.

nsture so stupid as his dislike to have it 
supposod that he is content with cheap 
food." Corn could be sold in England 
at about seventy-five cents a bushel — 
half tbe price of wheat, according to the 
Gazett's quotations.

The season is by no me*ns ended when 
tbe table is approached languidly and 
when the appetite has to be coaxed, but, 
fortunately, the markets uow a(T>rd deli- 
cacies to tempt the most fastidious. 
Melons and cantaloups are abundant 
and getting cheap, good, though perhaps 
not yet po s se ssi ng the sweetness they 
will have a little later. Great ripe to- 
matoes are almost given away and no 
more toothsome salad exists than can be 
made with slices of tomatoes, a little 
mustard, a little olive oil and vinegar 
and salt. Below appears recipes for the 
week : 

//. ofcMS. 

GUTGBB Ai.K. — The Belfast ginger ale, 
which has for the la.st few summers be- 
come quite a popular beverage, may be 
made as follows: Powdered double re- 
fined sugar, sixteen ounces ; bicarlxmnte 
of i soda three and one half ounces; citric 
acid, tour and one half ounces; es»cnce 
of cayenne, four drams; essence of lem- 
on, forty drops. The soda, acid, and 
sugar must be carefully dried separately 
at a temperature not exceeding one hun- 
dred and twenty degrees; and the sugar 
before drying must be thoroughly in- 
corporated with the essence, to which a 
small quantity of caramel as coloring 
may l>e added. This forms a powder, a 
desert - spoon ful of which will make a 
tumblerful of the drink. 

Tomato Son-. — To three quarts stock 
made from thru- or more pounds luff or 
mutton, jt'bl one beet, one carrot, one 
turnip, one onion,- one potato chopped 
fine; boil one hour; then add two quarts 
of stewed tomatoes, well seasoned with 
pepper, salt, and one tableapoonful each 
of sugar and vinegar, boil briskly for 
half an hour, and strain through a 
sieve; let it cool a litth? while 
you take a porcelain kettle, holding 
four to six quarts; put in one-fourth 
pound butter; heat it until a light brown, 
when add three tabhwpoonfhk Hour; stir 
constantly till dear and brown; pour in 
the soup; mix thoroughly; add a table- 
sjioonful of Worcestershire sauee, and 
serve alter boiling five minutt S. 

Bpkakfa.st Cake. — One and a half 
coffee cups of light bread dough, two 
ditto of w hite sugar, half teacup of but- 
ter, three eggs, halt tcastiooti of soda, one 
teacup of stoned raisins. Cloves, einna 
mon, or nutmeg to taste. Kub the rai- 
sins in Hour. Stir the batter with the 
band, and if not thick enough add a 
small bit of flour. But a layer of the 
batter in a deep, round baking pan, then 
a layer of raisin?, until all the batter h 
in the dish. Place the pan in a warm 

place for two hour;-, or until the mixture 
is light ; bake. 

tJfiN* i.s Pi:ksi:kvi i> Whom:.— Pare 
and put them Into a saucepan, with the 
parings at tbe top J then fill with hard 
water, cover close, and set over a gentle 
fire till they turn reddish; let them 
-land till cold; put them into a clear, 
thick syrup; I h >i 1 them for a few min- 
utes; set them on one side till quite 
cold; boil them again in the same man- 
ner ; the next day boil them until they 
look clear; if the syrup i- not thick 
enough boil it more; when cold, put 
brand led paper over the fruit. Tie 
quinces may be halved or qu t red. 

To Bki>i:i:\k Pi.ai-.s.— Take pcar» not 
quite ri|K_* and peel off the skins. Pre- 
pare a syrup w ith three-quarters of a 
|K>un<l of Mifrar f o each pound of fruit. 
Melt it and !>oil for half an hour, re- 
moving th«- scum that rises. Put in the 
pear- and let them boil for ten mlnuta, 
or just long enough to soften a little; 
then take out and tovt r tightly with 
paper wet in whiskey or alcohol, and 
covet with another paper placed over the 
mouth of the jar. 

Corn PsTTTESB. — Take half ■ dozen 
ears of sweet corn, grate it from the cob 
as fine as possible; three weil-beaten 
egg*; a tableapoonful and ■ half of Hour : 
season with pauper and -.dt ; melt equal 
portions of lard and butter in a frying 
pan; when boiling hot drop in the mix- 
ture a spoonful at a time. Pry brown 
ami send to the table hot. 

Si mmki: Sanhwh in -. — Take half a 
(tound of butter, three table ipOOnfola of 

mixed mustard, three lahlespoonfuls {of 

nice sweet oil, a little while or red \» p- 
per, a little salt and the yolk ol* an egg; 
braid these together very smoothly, and 
let it cool. Chop very tine some tongue 
and ham. Cut the bread thin; spread 
over the meat, then the bread, and press 
it together very hard. Trim off the 
edges, that the sandwiches may be all 
one size. 

GlXGKR WlNK. — To three gallon- of 
water add three pounds of sugar and 
four ounces of race ginger, washed in 
many waters to rdenUM it ; boil together 
for one hour; strain it through a sieve ; 
when lukewarm, put it in a cask with 
three lemons cut in slices and two gills 
of beer yeast; s] ia ke it well and stop the 
ea.-k tightly; let it ferment a week ; if 
not clear enough then, let it remain 
until it becomes so; it will be fit for use 
ten days after boiling. 

To Make Piccalilli. — To half a 
bushel nicely chopped tomatoes, which 
must !>e Squeezed dry, add two dozen 
onions chopped fine, one dozen green 
peppers efaopped, one box of ground 
mustard, one large roof of grated horse- 
radish, m arly a pint of fait four tabte- 

spoonttlls ground elovi s, four ol allspice. 

Mix thoroughly in a stone jar and cover 
with vinegar, making a hole in the 
centre to let the vinegar go to the ls>t- 

tom. 

Lbmos CfSTARB.- One-half package 
gelatine; so.tk in one-half pint coltl 
water half an hour, then dissolve thor- 
oughly in half a pint of boiling water; 
add juice of three lemons; grated peel 
of one; two and one-half cups sugar; 
pour into mould, and place in refrigera- 
tor. Make rich custard to pour over, 
and serve with jelly. 

Pickled Imjos.— Boil the eggs until 
quite hard; remove the shell; lay them 
in a wide-mouthed jar; pour over them 
scalding vinegar, well seasoned with 
whole peppea, allspice, a few races of 
ginger, and a few cloves or garlic; when 
cold COVef them to make them air-tight, 
and in a month they will be ready for 
use. 

Uk e Ccstarp. — Into a quart of boil- 
ing water i tir in two tablespoonfuls of 
rice flour, dissolved into a little cold 
milk; add two well lieaten eggs to boil- 
ing mixture ; sweeten and flavor to taste.

Cleaning Laces. — Laces rubbed, 
starched and ironed are thereby made 
fitter for the rag-bag than to be worn 
again; but good lace may be done up so

N"t wit h*tanding the large volume 
of silver coin i-sucd from the Phila- 
delphia mint, shiners are so scarce this 
side of the Rocky Mountains that the 
deirth haa been called by financiers s 
Silver Famine. 

A few months sga when it became 
possible tn obtain silver currency in 
exchange for friott..iial notes worth ten 
,jt twelve per cent, less than gold, the 
new coins, were eagerly t-ikcn up in 
Ki-teru ci'ies. and sent to California, j 
where they brought a profit In this ; 
way a great portion of the new silver 
currency f'ouud its way to the Patriae 
coast. The t 'alifornians now begin to 
fear that silver coios will b" worth no 
more than greenback", and that the 
abundance of the former mu-t ceces 
sarilv, in a v«rry short time, drive gold 
eurrency out of circulation and cause 
the sub-titnfion of greenbacks for it. 
It is estimated that thc ultimate loss 
to the people of California will be 
about twenty per cent, oo the whole 
volume of silver currency originally 
circulating on tbe Pacific coast. Thus, 
while our loss for a time seemed Cali- 
fornia's gain, it now threatens to be- 
come her grief.
